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NATIONAL SPORTING LIBRARY 

Something over two years ago a group of sportsmen gathered in the 
library of the late George L. Ohrstrom. The subject under discussion was 
the need for a public library devoted to sport, something which at that time 
did not exist in this country. It was agreed that the collections of clubs 
and racetracks, such as the Jockey and Racquet Clubs in New York and 
the Keeneland Association in Kentucky, were not sufficiently available to 
the general public, and that the holdings of our great public libraries, being 
widely scattered through stacks and card catalogues, were also relatively 
inaccessable. 

Next the conversation turned to private collections, to the books and 
prints which they and their friends had assembled with so much care and 
from which they had derived so much pleasure. Would they be appreciated 
by their families, or would they be broken up and scattered by the next 
generation and by inheritance taxes? Obviously needed was an institution 
to which these collections could be entrusted, donations to which would 
be deductable for tax purposes. If it could be located so as to be readily 
available to reader-sportsmen and suitably housed, there seemed every 
reason to believe that, over a period of years, it would receive important 
gifts of books and other material and so provide a pleasant and convenient 
place in which to study and enjoy the literature of sport. 

Out of this meeting evolved the National Sporting Library, a non- 
profit Virginia corporation. It occupies an attractive reading room, with 
pine panelling and a fireplace, in the 150 year old brick building containing 
the offices of the national sporting weekly, The Chronicle, at Middleburg, 
Va. There is also ample stack space. Middleburg, 40 miles west of Wash- 
ington, D. C. and readily accessible, lies in the center of one of the great 
sporting and agricultural sections of this country, a section noted for the 





breeding and training of flat horses, steeplechasers and hunters; for more 
than a dozen adjacent packs of organised foxhounds; for the annual pack 
trials of the National Beagle Club; and for its many horse shows including 
Upperville, oldest in the United States. It is near a majority of the other 
sport centers of the country. 

President of the National Sporting Library is Fletcher Harper, for 
many years Master of the Orange County Hunt, one of this country’s 
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greatest sportsmen. Those who have 
already signified their willingness to 
serve as officers and directors in- 
clude Walter Jeffords, Robert E. 
Strawbridge, Jr., Lester Karow, 
George L. Ohrstrom, Jr. and Donald 
Patterson. Secretary of the Library 
is Alexander Mackay-Smith, Editor 
of The Chronicle. It is open from 
nine to five, Monday through Friday. 
Sydney R. Smith, a leading author- 
ity, has agreed to appraise the value 
of gifts to the Library. Notice has 
recently been received from the De- 
partment of Internal Revenue that 
such gifts are deductable in comput- 
ing taxable net income as provided 
by Section 170 of the Code of 1954. 

Although no public announcement 
has previously been made, the Nat- 
ional Sporting Library has already 
received substantial donations of 
books, pictures and manuscripts 
from a number of {ndividuals in- 
cluding J. Watson Webb, Harry D. 
Kirkover, the heirs of Harry Wor- 
cester Smith ,Ernest R. Gee, Francis 
T. Greene, Sydney R. Smith, Lester 
Karow, Edward Durell and others. 
It needs many more in order to at- 
tain its full usefulness.

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Decathlon Registers lOth 1956 Victory at Tropical 
Tufano’s Wise Margin Wind Pimlico Cup

Sadness always fills my heart when the 
last day of the fall meeting rolls around, 
for with it comes the realization that I 
won't beat my feet in the parking-lot mud 
again for some weeks. Lucky for Mary- 
land horse-park patrons, an early spring 
is predicted. The vernal equinox is ex- 
pected to take place in the Free State 
about Lincoln’s Birthday, and to blazes 
with the calendar. 

In those lamented pre-Jersey days, 
Maryland rang out the old and ushered in 
the new seasons at Bowie. 

Not without some trepidation, Messrs. 
Bryan and O’Hara used to swing wide 
their gates on the first of April for a 
two-week session, and later defied the 
elements by operating the last dozen days 
in November. 

The weather wasn’t so good under the 
Racing Commissions the state had during 
those times. Bowie was the stepchild; the 
meteorologic forces knew it and had agay 
time turning out what is remembered as 
**Bowie weather’”’ by patrons of the course, 

As Racing Commissioners flowered 
and faded, climatic conditions underwent a 
metamorphosis. Latter day Lords of the 
Turf gave the lie to the ancient credo 
about the weather. They DID something 
about it - they ran horseraces in it. 

They discovered that there is some- 
thing worse than hail, sleet and dark of 
night; and if the postman doesn’t believe 
it, let HIM try going up against competi- 
tion from New Jersey. 

Before the implacable stand of the Rac- 
ing Commission, it seems that the forces 
of nature have backed down, The weather 
not only SEEMS better, but IS better. 

True, there was some moisture and 
mist during the late stages of the Pim- 
lico meeting, and the last race, on occas- 
ion, was contested for in semi-darkness, 
but the payoffs were good and few kicked. 
Indeed, the big story of the session at 
Pimlico was the response of the public 
to the late fall racing. Betting was spirit- 
ed and plenty of customers came out. 

Some of the credit for the excellent 
last-week showing must goto the interest- 
ing programs. There were many long 
races - events from 1-1/2 to 2-1/16 
miles - and these are extremely popular 
vith race patrons, though you wouldn’t 
think so to look at the average program. 

The Pimlico Cup was the feature event 


on closing day, December 15. The betting 
money went toward Sam Tufano’s Wise 
Margin and Christiana Stable’s Thinking 
Cap. Each closed at 3 to 2 but there was 
a bit more money wagered on Wise Mar- 
gin. 

Though Thinking Cap had finished 14 
lengths behind the Tufano representative 
in the Exterminator a week before, his 
predilection for sloppy going attracted play 
in his direction, 

Wise Margin, in the Exterminator, had 
a hot three-year-old named Ricci Tavi to 
contend with, and missed by 1-1/2 lengths. 
His opposition in the Cup was made up of 
tired campaigners. 

He won laughing, as the saying goes. 

Tired young Akbar Khan tried to make 
a race of it for a few furlongs and then 
tired old Freedom Parley took up the 
task. He made several attempts to collar 
the leader but couldn’t stand the pace. 

Thinking Cap came plodding along in the 
late stages, but plodding wasn’t enough. 
Wise Margin’s smooth stride continued to 
function right down to the end, He seemed 
capable of another go-’round. 

Thinking Cap was three lengths back at 
the finish and held second place by two over 
Next Page. Freedom Parley was fourth, 
and the other members of the field were 
strung out for a furlong or two. 

Wise Margin’s impressive victory, 
over a sloppy track, was executed in3:37, 
which constituted a new track record, It 
toppled the mark of 3:39 2/5 set by Pil- 
aster in 1948, 

Mr. Tufano collected $9,600 for the 
work of his six-year-old horse. That puts 
the son of Market Wise-One Ripple, by 
Isolater, at $73,485 for the year, and plac- 
es his lifetime score at $283,220. 

Wise Margin has done quite a bit of 
campaigning himself, in 1956, but he ran 
like a fresh horse in the Pimlico Cup. 
That race marked his 26th start of the 
year and his sixth win. He has been se- 
cond 3 times and third in 6 races, 

Stakes wins in 1956 were in the King 
Philip and Governor’s Handicaps. 

Nick Shuk had the mount on Wise Mar- 
gin in the Cup. S, M. Edmundson trains 
the horse. Louis Tufano bred him.

Adams shared ownership with the late 
sportsman in the $86,000 *Nasrullah-Lur- 
line B colt sold at Keeneland some time 


ago. Just prior toMooers’ passing, Adams 
had taken over a group of Mooers’ color 
bearers and planned racing them on the 
West Coast. Fuqua and his associates plan 
to dispose of Mooers’ favorite Thorough- 
bred Cyclotron, a son of Pensive, ina like 
manner. B, B. 


MOOERS*‘ DISPERSAL 

Plans for the compete dispersal of 
the Thoroughbred stock of the late Cliff- 
ord Mooers, to include an auction of 90 
horses at Keeneland Race Course by the 
Breeders’ Sales Company on January 7, 
have been announced by Dr. Charles E, 
Hagyard, Breeders’ Sales Company pres- 
ident. 

Mooers, sportsman, oilman, and real 
estate operator died suddenly at La Guar- 
dia airport in New York City onNovember 
13, leaving a racing empire of 265 Thor- 
oughbreds, in racing and in the stud, 
scattered from New England toCalifornia. 

The complete dispersal, except the dis- 


position of the outstanding handicaphorse, 


Traffic Judge and the stallion Cyclotron, 
will be accomplished at three separate 
auctions, The Keeneland vendue will be 
held first, followed by one at Pomona, 
California on January 21 and another at 
Hialeah, Florida on January 28. While 
the Breeders’ Sales Company will handle 
the Kentucky sale, Fasig-Tipton will con- 
duct the others. 

Traffic Judge, a four-year-old home- 
bred sonof *Alibhai- Traffic Court, by Dis- 
covery, will be offered for sale by sealed 
bid. 

Mr. Mooers also owned shares insev- 
eral prominent syndicated stallions in 
Kentucky and California and these shares 
will be disposed of according to existing 
contractual agreements. Most syndicated 
shares are sold originally in top stallions 
with a Clause giving other members of the 
syndicate first refusal in the event of sub- 
sequent sale. In Kentucky, Mooers held 
shares in *Alibhai, *Ardan, Bolero, 
*Daumier, *Djeddah, *Nasrullah, *Nirgal, 
Polynesian, Revoked, *Rico Monte, and 
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The Doge. In California, he had interests 
in Admiral Drake, General Cariappa, *In- 
dian Hemp, and Lodge Night. 

The 90 horses to be sold at Keeneland 
include 39 broodmares in foal; 14 barren 
mares; two maiden mares; 30 now wean- 
lings, which will be yearlings at sales 
time; two mares out of training; and the 
stallions Buster, Hawley and Old Rockport. 

The Pomona auction will include all 
horses in California, except Traffic Judge. 
To be offered will be 55 mares, 30 in foal; 
nine now yearlings, which are broken and 
will have attained racing age by sales 
time; 30 horses of racing age in training; 
and the stallions Bold Gallant , Conjure, 
and Belin. 

The Hialeah sale will include approx- 
imately a dozen horses in training and 20 
now yearlings, which have been broken 
under saddle, but which are untried. 

The broodmares to be sold at Keeneland 
are in foal to such desirable stallions as 
*Alibhai, *Nasrullah, Revoked, *Prince- 
quillo, *Nirgal, *Djeddah, Polynesian, 
Helioscope, Hasty Road, Bolero, *Daum- 
ier, The Doge, Ace Admiral, and the home 
stallions.

Heading the list with 133 lbs. of the 
2-year-old Free Handicap recently issued 
by The Jockey Club is Keith Mason’s 
unbeaten filly Sarcelle, who won the Im- 
perial Produce Stakes at Kempton Park 
and the Cheveley Park Stakes at New- 
market.

The total 
money received by a consignor for the 
horses he sold in a particular year is 
compared percentage wise to the total 
money received by the sales company in 
the same year and the consignor is paid 
a dividend in the same proportion, 

Mr. Evans also announced that an 
investment certificate payment in the 
amount of $22,008.39, will be made about 
the middle of December. 

In 1954, the Breeders’ Sales Company 
issued investment certificates bearing 
four per cent interest to those consign-

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Major Track Steeplechasing in 1956 
Part II Hurdle Racing 


John E. 


In The Chronicle a year ago, in com- 
menting on the 1955 steeplechase season, 
this observer noted that throughout the en- 
tire 1955 year, with a few notable excep- 
tions, racing over hurdles failed to pro- 
duce any standouts. I further commented 
that the effect of this would not be felt until 
1956. How true this proved to be can be 
seen in reviewing the records of the cur- 
rent year. The only five brush horses of 
this season to win stakes, and which can be 
called graduates from hurdle racing in 
1955 are: Robert J. Van Horn’s Ring o’ 
Roses, which accounted for the Spring 
Maiden and the Georgetown Steeplechase 
at Delaware Park; Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Landscaping, which won the Chas. L. App- 
leton at Belmont in near record breaking 
time; Alvin Untermyer’s Morpheus, the 
surprise winner of the Brook Steeplechase 
at Belmont in the fall; Happy Hill Farm’s 
Prince Regent, winner of the Belmont div- 
ision of the Spring Maiden and Arcadia 
Stable’s Caste, which accounted for the 
Tom Roby at Delaware Park. The impor- 
tance of hurdle racing, and its influence 
on brush racing is inescapable. Inthe post 
war era, nine of every ten stakes winners 
over brush graduated from racing over the 
smaller obstacles. Almost without ex- 
ception a forecast of the succeeding year 
over brush can be made by studying the 
class and ability of the current year’s 
crop of hurdlers. 

In contrast to 1955, the season under 
review saw a considerable number of good 
three and four-year-olds race over hur- 
dles with considerable success. 

In the older division Frederic H, Bon- 
tecou’s French-bred *Marso, a five-year- 
old, won three of his four starts, the most 
notable being the Forget Hurdle at Belmont 
in early June. Unfortunately, this was his 
last start of the season, due to tendon 
trouble, but he probably was the best of the 
older hurdlers. Polly Pep and Eternal Son 
won Stakes events later in the season, but 
neither of these are liable to graduate to 
brush racing with any degree of success. 
On the closing day of Saratoga, Charles W. 
Stitzer’s six-year-old Ruby Brick won 
over hurdles. This was his only win in 
five starts during the year. Imported from 
Ireland earlier in the season, this horse 
could be one to watch in 1957 after he has 
been thoroughly acclimatized. 

The star of Cain Hoy Stables’ Flying 
Fury rose with incredible swiftness dur- 
ing the Monmouth Park hurdle season, the 
*Nasrullah colt winning three straight. 
His wins included the $22,000 Midsummer 
Hurdle in which he defeated Neji. His 
foray into the infield may, however, have 
only been a temporary one, but on these 
wins he was the leading four-year-old of 
the year.

In passing it is interesting to note that 


Neji is an outstanding type as a jumper. 


While smaller, Shipboard’s conformation 
also leaves little to be desired. In fact, he 
is so beautifully proportioned that he ap- 
pears to be larger than he actually stands. 
The four-year-old French-bred *Muguet 

2nd is alsoa model of conformation and has 
more substance than the average French 
Thoroughbred. He did not make his debut 
until mid-September at Belmont Park, and 
during the course of the fall won twoof his 
four races, including the New York Turf 
Writers Hurdle Handicap at the United 
Hunts meeting. He is a recent import ac - 
quired for John M, Schiff by Oleg T. Du- 
bassoff, and is a winner on the flat in 
France, It is difficult to make a compari- 
son of Muguet 2nd and Flying Fury, except 
that the French bred definitely appeared to 
take to jumping better than Flying Fury did. 
I think big things can be expected from this 
horse next year. Another French-bred, and 
something of an unknown factor racing 
wise, is Mrs. George L. Ohrstrom’s 
Arywa, who placed behind Muguet 2nd in 
the Turf Writers. Flownhere from France 
only a few days prior to the race, this 
four-year-old impressed greatly, and may 
very weil be a formidable factor next year. 
Richard K, Mellon’s Chambourg and Wal- 
ter M. Jefford’s Policeman Day are two 
other four-year-olds, which won a number 
of races during the season and may devel- 
op with more infield experience. 


The Three-Year-Olds 

One of the brightest spots during the 
year was the caliber of the three-year- 
olds which paraded postward. Llangollen 
Farm’s home-bred Corn Husker and John 
M. Schiff’s French- bred Gay Time 2nd may 
very well be the best of this group, the 
former having’ won his only two starts 
through the field and Gay Time 2nd, three 
of his five starts. In addition, F. Eugene 
Dixon’s Finnochio, John M, Schiff’s Tar- 
boots, Montpelier’s Dromond and Mrs, Og- 
den Phipps’ Affable all appear likely to 
succeed in 1957, In addition to the hurdlers 
mentioned, there were a number of others 
which were lightly raced through the field, 
and which could offer strong contentions 
in 1957, 

During the course of the year a number 
of opportunities were available for racing 
three-year-olds in their own age group 
only. In addition to overnights, a new three- 
year-old stake, The Promise, was added 
at the Saratoga meeting. The United Hunts 
Racing Association elevated the L. E. 
Stoddard, Jr. from overnight to stakes 
status with $10,000 added. It is quite poss- 
ible that 1957 will see a continuation of 
this trend and several new three-year- 
old stakes added to the picture. 
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Leaders 

Mrs. Ogden Phipps easily led the list 
of money winning owners, her more im- 
portant victories occurring with Ancestor 
in the rich Temple Gwathmey and the Har- 
bor Hill, and during the spring with Neji 
at Belmont and Delaware Park. 

A year agowe noted that an encouraging 
factor during the 1955 season was the em- 
ergence of twocomparatively new trainers 
to a position of importance in major track 
racing. We referred toSidney Watters, Jr. 
and D. M. ‘‘Mike’’ Smithwick. In a photo 
finish Sidney Watters, Jr. got the nod over 
G. H. ‘‘Pete’® Bostwick, in money won, 
Watters also led the list of trainers in 
races won, 

At the close of the steeplechase season 
Pete Bostwick announced that this was his 
final year training for his sister, Mrs. Og- 
den Phipps. This did not mean that he is 
getting out of racing as anumber of people 
thought at the time. However, he is going to 
give more attention to his other interests 
aad will continue to campaign a stable of 
horses for himself and Mrs. Bostwick. 
Mike Smithwick was an ‘‘also ran”’ in the 
list of money winning trainers, but still 
finished seventh. He did, however, finish 
second to Watters in number of races won, 

Seemingly always the best manbut 
never the bridegroom the very popular 
A. P. ‘‘Paddy’® Smithwick finally made the 
top spot in 1956 leading the list of riders, 
his winings including well divided victories

out giving the matter much thought I found 
myself arriving at the meet next morning, 
which took place at the Kennels at 9 a.m, 
in a scarlet coat etc. Anyhow, who knows, 
perhaps my unseasonable attire brought us 
luck and had something to do with the first 
class sport which followed. 

Dallas Leith, though mounted on this 
occasion, is under doctor’s orders, and 
consequently Jack Graybeal, the former 
first Whipper-In, was carrying the horn, 
which he does with considerable skill.

Aureole to be foaled in the same year as 
Pinza, to whom he finished second at 
three in both the Epsom Derby and the 
King George VI & Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 
He then ran third in the St. Leger. 

After Pinza’s retirement to stud, Aur- 
eole was kept in training and became the 
first four-year-old to win the big Ascot 
race, beating Vamos by three-quarters of a 
length, with Darius and Botticelli third and 
fourth. In all he won four races from five 
starts that year, raising his total earn- 
ings to 36,225 pounds. 

By Hyperion out of Angelola, he was 
bred at the Royal Sandringham Stud, to 
which he has now returned. Aureole will 
have his first runners in 1958, and seems 
to be the last hope in Britain for a continu- 
ance of the Hampton male-line, which 
paradoxically is at its zenith through the 
influence of Hyperion everywhere but in 
his own country. P.T.-C.
